Steps looking to the building up of 
the naval air service 
were taken In 
both houses of congress Tuesday. 
While the house naval committee 
was preparing to urge a five year a ir ­ 
craft building program to cost $100,- 
000,000, the senate passed the annual 
navy departm ent appropriation Oil I a f ­ 
la t restoring two sections eliminated 
by the house, one providing $4,1)62,500 
for new planes, and the other to au­ 
thorize the navy to contract for new 
aircraft equipm ent’lip to $4,100,000. 
The bill, as passed by the senate, j 
carried a total of $31§,433,000 for all 
activities of the navy, including $18,* 
900,000 for the air service. 
The lat­ 
ter figure is exclusive of the $4,100,- - 
OOO contract authorization item, altho j 
it includes a like am ount to provide [ 
funds to carry out a sim ilar authori­ 
zation in the last act. 
The house 
committee is called 
to 
meet and is expected to giue final ap­ 
proval to the new aircraft 
program , 
which calls 
for 
about $150,000,000 
less than the amount recommended by 
Bear Admiral William Moffett, naval 
airchief. 
The two sections restored to the 
naval supply bill by the senate were 
recommended to the house by its ap­ 
propriations committee. 
They were 
estim ated when members of the naval 
committee objected th at 
the 
appro­ 
priations committee had no authority 
to authorize 
this 
expenditure 
and 
Chairm an Butler of the naval com m it­ 
tee announced th at it would consider 
legislation em bracing 
a comprehen­ 
sive building program . 
It is this program 
which, neared 
completion Tuesday. 
In its 
present 
form it contem plates an annual expen­ 
diture of $20,000,000 for the next five 
years. 
Because 
of the similarity of this 
figure and the amount w ritten into 
the supply bill by the senate for the 
naval air service, no serious difficulty 
is expected in reaching an agreem ent 
on this section when the senate and 
house 
conferees meet to adjust the 
differences between the two chambers 
in the m easure. 
The senate also inserted in the bill 
an appropriation for continuing the 
Lakehurst, Hew Jersey, naval air sta ­ 
tion in its present status. 
Abandon­ 
m ent of this station was recommended 
by the house appropriations commit­ 
tee, but a num ber of members of the 
naval committee are in favor of m ain­ 
taining it, and 
their opinion 
is ex­ 
pected 
to have weight in 
the joint 
conference on the bill. 
As drafted, the five year program 
worked out by the naval comm ittal1 
would provide for: 
One thousand airplanes at the end 
of the period

Steps looking to the building up of 
the naval air service 
were taken in 
both houses of congress Tuesday . 
While the house naval com mittee 
was preparing to urge a five y ear air­ 
craft building program to cost $100,- 
000.000, the senate passed the annual ' 
navy department appropriation bill af ­ 
ter restoring two sections eliminated 
by the house, one providing $ 1,062,500 
for new planes, and the other to au­ 
thorize the navy to contract for new 
aircraft equipment up to $4,100,000. 
The bill, as passed by the senate, j 
carried a total of $31*},433,000 for all 
activities of the navy , including ¡818,* 
900,000 for the air service. 
The lat­ 
ter figure is exclusive of the $4,100,- j 
000 contract authorization item, altho 
it includes a like amount to provide 
funds to carry out a sim ilar authori­ 
zation in the last act. 
The house 
com m ittee is called 
to 
meet and is expected to give final ap­ 
proval to the new aircraft 
program, 
which calls 
for 
about $150,000,000 
less than the amount recommended by 
Hear Admiral W illiam M offett, naval 
atrchief. 
The two sections restored to the 
naval supply bill by the senate were 
recommended to the house by its ap­ 
propriations com m ittee. 
They were 
estim ated when members of the naval 
com m ittee objected that 
the 
appro­ 
priations com m ittee had no authority 
to authorize 
this 
expenditure 
and 
Chairman Butler of the naval com m it­ 
tee announced that it would consider 
legislation em bracing 
a comprehen­ 
sive building program. 
It is this program 
which, neared 
completion Tuesday . 
In its 
present 
form it contem plates an annual expen­ 
diture of $20,000,000 for the next five 
y ears. 
Because 
of the sim ilarity 
of this 
figure and the amount written into 
the supply bill by the senate for the 
naval air service, no serious difficulty 
is expected in reaching an agreem ent 
on this section when the senate and 
house 
conferees m eet to adjust the 
differences between the two chambers 
in the measure. 
The senate also inserted in the bill 
an appropriation for continuing the 
1.akehurst, New J ersey , naval air sta­ 
tion in its present status.
